The Forest Service said they are 
only responding to legislative direc- 
tion passed by Congress.

“If development is allowed our job 
is to minimize the environmental 
impact.” 

Several government agencies pre- 
pared an Environmental Impact 
Statement that studied the effects 
of oil exploration, including big 
game habitat and ecological ero- 
sion. 

The Forest Service said if a lease 
agreement passed, certain stipula- 
tions would apply to the party leas- 
ing. These stipulations focus on 
returning the environment to its 
natural condition when the lease 
term expires. 

He said many people Weck the 
misconception that the Forest 
Service is designed to protect land. 

“'.. it’s a surprise to them the 
National Forest (Service) manages 
mineral exploration,” Macfarlane 
said. “The Forest Service has mul- 
tiple commodity uses. The National 
Park Service specializes in land 
preservation.”

Chemical spill caused 
by cracked container

A Tuesday night hazardous waste 
spill in the Widtsoe Building was 
the result of a cracked waste con- 
tainer, not the result of human 
errcr, the Provo Fire Department 
reported. 

John Lee, of the microbiology 
administrative staff, said he 
noticed the one-gallon container in 
705 WIDB just before he went to 
his 5 p.m. class. Lee said the con- 
tainer was placed there by a stu- 
dent. 

Lee said chemical wastes are typi- 
cally left in the room for a maxi- 
mum of two days, after which they 
are transferred to a facility on cam- 
pus. 

Lee discovered the chemical spill 
when he returned to the room two 
hours later. 

Although he does not know the 
cause of the crack, Lee is grateful 
the chemicals did not spill onto the 
floor — the table’s design would 
not allow it. 

“When I found the spill, I started 


cleaning it up with paper towels,” 
Lee said. “When I thought it might 
become a fire hazard I called secu- 
rity.” 

Although the organic chemicals, 
which produced toxic fumes, did 
not cause serious damage, they did 
make him somewhat dizzy. 

Because the spill was relatively 
small, Hazardous Management 
agents used the clean-up as a 
training exercise. 

Jerry Mason, a BYU chemicals 
management officer, said all haz- 
ardous waste is taken to a special. 
facility located south of the J. 
Reuben Clark Law School. 

Flammable solvents and paints 
are placed into 50-gallon drums 
and used to make fuels that manu- 
facture cement. 

Chloroform is used to make paint 
stripper. Lab wastes are packaged 
up and burned in an incinerator. 

By law, all hazardous waste is 
allowed to remain at the facility for 
only 90 days, after which they are 
sent to sites in Houston, Texas and 
Baton Rouge, La., where they are 
stored, treated and recycled. 


Provo security 
ready for gangs

Gang related problems are not just 
a consequence of large metropolitan 
areas anymore. Local law enforce- 
ment and security personnel are 
prepared to meet an influx of gang 
activity at BYU and in Utah 
County. 

As clusters of gang members visit 
Provo, residents should recognize 
they are a viable threat to the local 
community, and not just large 
cities like Salt Lake, said 
Lieutenant William A. Shelton, 
director of the Salt Lake City Gang 
Project. 

California and Salt Lake City 
gang activists come to Provo 
because they believe they are less 
likely to be detected by citizens and 
police, he said. 

They usually come to Provo with 
a few friends to attend dances and 
other social events. Many can be 
detected by slightly-modified sports 
hats, tattoos, saggy-baggy pants 
and predominance of a particular 
color in dress, Shelton said. 

University Police are watchful of 


‘any possible’ gang activity on BYU 


property and ask gang members to 
remove their colors if they want to 
remain on campus. 

BYU police officer David Adams 
said the colors gangs wear cause 
rivalry with other gangs and often 
ends in trouble. Adams said 
University Police actively talk to 
individuals who they believe to be 
gang members. 

“If we identify somebody who is a 
gang member, we'll stop them, talk 
to them and tell them about our 


policy of not allowing or wanting 
gang colors to be shown,” Adams 
said. 

“Our policy is that we don’t allow 
any gang activity on campus,” 
Adams said. 

The management of the Palace 
Entertainment Center in Provo is 
aware of increased gang activity 
around BYU and employs eight 
security guards to prevent poten- 
tial problems. It also screens for 
weapons with metal detectors, 
hires a police officer on Friday 
nights and does not allow persons 
who have been drinking to enter 
the facilities. 

“We don’t have a gang problems 
per se, however, we are aware of 
it,” said-Bryan--H» Murdoch, co- 
owner of the Palace. Murdoch said — 
he works closely with the Provo 
Gang Task Force and does not 
allow groups of people to loiter out- 
side the Palace. 

The Palace has hada few gang 
fights on its property but nothing of 
serious merit, Palace night manag- 
er Larry O. Jensen said. 

“We have had a few minor prob- 
lems with gangs with fights and 
stuff, but security is always on 
them within 30 seconds and the 
cops are always with us, so we have 
never had a major problem with 
them,” Jensen said. 

Residents can avoid problems 
with gangs by avoiding confronta- 
tions, Shelton said. P 

“I would suggest when a gang 
member gets upset with someone 
that they not challenge them,” 
Shelton said. “Don’t be competi- 
tion.” 


Neighbors oppose hotel

Residents of Provo said they were 
upset at the possibility of having 
their peaceful neighborhood altered 
by the construction of a new high- 
rise luxury hotel. 

Embassy Suites Hotel has applied 
for approval of a 290-room hotel 
and convention facility near the 
RiverWoods Research and Business 
Park. About 50 residents of the 
Riverbottoms area have voiced 
opposition to the $24, million pro- 
posal. 

In a meeting Monday, residents 
told developer consultant Randall 
Deschamps and Leland Gamette, 
Provo community development 
director, they do not want a high- 
rise hotel in their neighborhood. 

The hotel would be 100 feet tall, 
have nine stories and would 
include a 2,000-square-foot atrium 
in its center with interior corridors 
and elevators. 

Most opponents said it is not the 
issue of the hotel they oppose, but 
the height they are worried about. 

“I think this hotel is so out of 
character for our neighborhood,” 
Steve Eyre said. “I just don’t see 
how an Embassy Suites is going to 
go in there and not block views and 
not create a skyscraper environ- 
ment.” 

Deschamps told residents that, 
although it would be ineffective 
and difficult to construct a full-ser- 
vice hotel less than three stories 
high, he will consult with the devel- 
opers to meet their concerns. 

In comparison, the Nu Skin 
Tower is 139 feet tall and has 10 
stories. 

Other residents are worried about 
traffic, noise and lights being creat- 
ed by the hotel. 

The hotel site exists in a commer- 
cial zone near 4800 N. University 
Ave. This location will allow the 
hotel to cater to the many high-tech 
and business park tenants that will

host clients, conventions and semi- 
nars. Embassy Suites feel the hotel 
will give Utah Valley business 
opportunities to keep special 
events and clients in Provo that 
have traditionally stayed in the 
Salt Lake area. 

“The quality of facilities and 
building design will complement 
the neighboring RiverWoods pro- 
jects and become a prime anchor in 
attracting other companies to 


RiverWoods,” said Gary: D. 
Golightly, director of economic 
development. “The Embassy Suites 
Hotel will only add to an already 
successful hotel/motel industry in 
Provo.” 

The project will create jobs for 
about 200 to 300 employees and 
generate new retail, lodging and 
property taxes estimated around $1 
million a year to the Provo econo- 
my.

Clinton compromises vaccination 


WASHINGTON — The Clinton administration abandoned its plan 
Wednesday to buy vaccines for rich and poor children alike and said it 
would instead provide free shots for those who are on Medicaid or are 
uninsured. 

The $1.1 billion Clinton immunization plan ran into heavy opposition 
from congressional Republicans and the pharmaceutical industry. Even 
a key Democrat, Rep. Dan Rostenkowski, the Ways and Means 
Committee chairman, said it was too expensive. 

Administration officials were still negotiating the details of the compro- 
mise with Democratic allies, but Rep. Henry Waxman, D-Calif., said it 
would cost half as much as the original plan. 

The revised plan seeks to provide universal access, but not “central 
purchasing of all vaccines by the government,” said Waxman, chairman 
of the House Energy and Commerce health subcommittee. 


House says yes to registration bill 


WASHINGTON — The House on Wednesday approved a scaled-back 
“motor voter” registration bill that Democratic supporters said would 
“sive a political voice to millions of Americans.” 

Republicans fought the measure, saying it would give orders to the 
states on how to register voters without providing the money needed to 
pay for the changes. 

Democrats suggested the GOP didn’t want more people to register. 

The Senate is expected to approve the compromise reached by House- 
Senate negotiators and send the bill to the White House later in the 
week for President Clinton’s signature. 

“Tt will widen the circle of democracy even more,” said House Majority 
Leader Richard A. Gephardt, D-Mo. “It makes the voter registration 
process user friendly.” 

The measure permits voter registration by mail or at motor vehicle 
offices and a wide range of other agencies, including public assistance 
and disability offices. 


April marks improvement in economy 


WASHINGTON — The economy improved in April across much of the 
nation after a weather-related slowdown in March, the Federal Reserve 
“ec Wednesday in a mostly upbeat assessment of regional business con- 

itions. 

Manufacturing was strong in most of the central bank’s 12 districts, 
and a drop in sales.in March was described as temporary for the most 
part. 

“Reports ... indicate generally modest improvement in economic condi- 
tions across much of the nation,” said the Fed’s beige book, named after 
the color of its cover. 

“Shopper traffic and retail sales were reported to have rebounded mod- 
estly in April, following general declines in March resulting in part from 
severe weather,” it said. 

Recent government statistical reports have cast the economy’s perfor- 
mance so far this year in a far more negative light than Wednesday’s 
beige book, which is based on interviews with business people across the 
country before April 23.

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Parkway provides safety, 
recreation for residents

A ten-year-old statewide project 
proves that Utah can protect its 
environment while providing acces- 
sible recreation for its residents. 

The Provo-Jordan River Parkway, 
in addition to providing a flood 
plain for heavy spring runoff, gives 
Utah County-residents a recreation 
area. The Parkway. provides walk- 
ing, jogging, hiking, equestrian 
trails and five golf courses along 
the Provo and Jordan rivers. 

Lyle Bennett, grants coordinator 
for the division of Parks and 
Recreation, said the dual purpose 
in the construction of the Provo- 
Jordan River Parkway was inten- 
tional. “It was intended to provide 
for protection of properties and 
open space for recreation.” 

Bennett said, “In times of high 
water there would be very little 
property damage.” The develop- 
ment of open space along the river 
discourages residential or commer- 
cial development on the flood plain 
while it encourages wise use of the 
flood plain through recreation. He 
also said, “An added bonus of the 
Parkway is the protection of Utah’s 
wetlands. Wetlands are nature’s 
way of cleaning the water.” 

The Provo-Jordan River Parkway 
began in 1973 and was absorbed 
into the Utah Parks and 
Recreation Statewide Riverway 
Enhancement Program. 

The program develops Utah 
waterways, which are impacted by 
high density populations and which 
are prone to flooding. Other Utah 
rivers now under development 
include the Ogden, St. George and 
Price rivers. 

Accessible to Utah County resi- 
dents along the Provo River are the 
Deer Creek Lake State Park, a bike 
path, a jogging and exercise trail, a 
bicycle and walking trail.and a 
wilderness park. 

“Our goal is to develop little parks 
along waterways and link them by 
hiking or biking trails. Hopefully 
park users will be able to ride or 
walk all the way along the rivers,”

LDS convert stats soar

Sizable increases in Church mem- 


bership will take place in coming 
years, according to a press release 


“issued by the Church of Jesus 


Christ of Latter-day Saints. 

W. Larry Elkington, manager of 
the Management Information 
Center, said, “By continuing at the 
present growth trend, the member- 
ship will probably be higher than 
12 million by the year 2000. We are 
growing at a rate of 300,000 to 
400,000 per year.” 

According to Elkington, Rodney 
Stark, a non-LDS faculty member 
at the University of Washington, 
who is a member of a society of reli- 
gious statisticians, has predicted 
the membership of the Church by 
the year 2080 will reach 265 mil- 
lion. 

“As near as I can tell Rodney 
Stark’s numbers are right,” said 
Elkington. “Receiving other statis- 
tics and membership predictions 
from people who are not members 
of the Church gives us a better idea 
of how the Church is growing, and 


- it doesn’t look like we are just say- 


ing to the world, ‘Look how big we 
are.” 

Church officials have estimated 
current membership at more than 
8.5 million. 

Missionary work and other fac- 
tors had an obvious effect on the 
rise of Church membership. 

A Church press release dated 
Jan. 1, 1993, said the membership 
in South America has reached 
more than 1.5 million. In Brazil, 
the number of convert baptisms 
has risen dramatically from 99,000 
to over 400,000 since 1980. 

““There are a certain number of 
children every year that are born 
into the Church,” said Elkington. 
“However, missionary work is the 
largest factor in converts; this is 
especially true internationally. The 
number of converts is down slightly 
because they are using the mission- 
aries for reactivation, but the rate 
is relatively steady.” 

There, are approximately 48,000 
full-time missionaries, teaching in 
69 languages and serving in 110 
nations throughout the world.

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Students may save Utah company $250,000

An innovation created by a five- 
man team of current and former 
BYU students may save a Utah 
medical company $250,000 a year 
as part of a university program. 

Ballard Medical, of Draper, asked 
the engineering and technology 
students to redesign a product 
called Trach-Care as a part of their 
Senior Capstone project. 

Trach-Care is a nine-year-old 
medical instrument.that removes 
secretions from the lungs of 
patients who use ventilators. 

BYU’s Senior Capstone program 


is designed to give students indus- 


try experience prior to graduation, 
but obviously can also be very prof- 


itable for the participating busi- 


nesses. 

The team made up of Jonathon 
Craig, Jared LeBaron, Jeff 
Ohlwiler, Jeff Parish and Thomas 
Solosko, was required to lower the 
overall cost of the device, even 
though it worked fine. “It’s difficult 
to fix something that wasn’t bro- 
ken,” said Richard Lambert, the 
engineer from Ballard Medical who 
assisted in the project. 

Lambert said the company was 


hesitant at first because university 
projects tend to research the prob- 
lem and take “10 years” to find an 
answer. These students identified 
and solved the problem, and gave 
the compariy something to work 
with immediately, he said. 

Even though the companies who 
take advantage of the Capstone 
program stand to save quite a bit of 
money, its main focus is “to pre- 
pare students to be able to do well 
in the practice of engineering as it’s 
done out in industry”, said Bob 
Todd, director of the Capstone pro- 
jects. 

Although all projects deal with 
some aspect of engineering, they 
tend to be quite different. Some of 
this year’s projects include an auto- 
matic fertilizer distribution system, 
which allows a homeowner to fertil- 
ize the lawn through the sprinklers 
and a fastener integrity tester, 
which will establish the relation- 
ship between applied torque and 
the resulting tension in bolts used 
for aircraft landing gear.

The Air Force regulations also say 
the consent of an adult patient’s 
spouse is not needed. 

Sgt. 1st Class Dawn Kilpatrick, 
an Army spokeswoman, said the 
service is still preparing its written 
guidelines for abortion. 

“It’s my understanding that there 
has to be parental consent for any 
surgical procedure,” she said.

BYU’s concern with the quality of 
college teaching was one of the fac- 
tors that resulted in the founding 
of the BYU Faculty Center less 
than two years ago, Don Jarvis, 
director of the Faculty Center said. 

The center’s primary emphasis is 
to the support teaching improve- 
ments in the nation’s universities 
and to realize that the quality of 
instruction is a critical issue. 

“The purpose of the Faculty 
Center is based on the idea that 
the quality of the university 
depends upon the quality of its fac- 
ulty,” Jarvis said.

“The BYU Faculty Center con- 
ducts numerous workshops and 
conferences to orient new faculty, 
support experienced faculty and 
train teaching assistants,” Lynn 
Sorenson-Pierce, faculty develop- 
ment specialist said. 

“Students are the ultimate con- 
sumers and beneficiaries of what 
we are doing,” said Sorenson- 
Pierce. “When faculty members 
avail themselves of the kinds of 
resources we can provide, the stu- 
dents end up with better teaching, 
more jJearning and a better college 
experience.’

“Basically, the coordinating coun- 
cil does two things; it helps dissem- 
inate information from the Faculty 
Center to the colleges and from the 
colleges back to the Faculty 
Center,” Joyce M: Harrison, 
Associate Dean of the College of 
Physical Education and member of 
the Coordinating Council said.

Gene defect found for colon cancer

WASHINGTON — Researchers 
have discovered a gene defect that 
identifies people with a 95 percent 
probability of developing an inher- 
ited form of colon cancer. The find- 
ing could lead to quicker diagnosis 
and’save thousands of lives, they 
say. 

“We have proven beyond any 
shadow of a doubt that a genetic 
predisposition for colon cancer 
exits,” Dr. Bert Vogelstein, a 
Johns Hopkins University cancer 
researcher, said Wednesday. “We 
now can tell who will get it and 
who will not.” 

Colon cancer kills 55,000 
Americans annually, though the 
cure rate is 90 percent when 
detected in the early stages. 

The researchers found that a 
mutated gene, carried by about 
one in every 200 people in the 
Western world, identifies people 
with an inherited and extraordi- 
narily high risk of the disease. 

“Patients who are positive will 
have a 95 percent chance of get- 
ting cancer,” Vogelstein said 
Wednesday at a news conference 
organized by the journal Science. 

The gene defect is thought to be 
responsible for about one in every 
seven colon cancer cases.

Cancer Society organizes rele

The American Cancer Society, which supports 
BYU with $125,000 in annual cancer research 
grants, is asking students to help raise funds. 

The organization is hosting a 24-hour relay to 
fight cancer in mid-June. The relay consists of 
several teams of ten participants each, compet- 
ing to raise the most money. 

The society is seeking students to form 20 
more teams to run, walk, skate or move contin- 
uously around a track for 24 hours in relay 
fashion. 

The organization raises funds to support can- 
cer research nation-wide, has given BYU more 


than $1 million for cancer research in the last 
10 years, said Barbara Kuehl, a spokesman for 
the society 

Carla Marr, the communications director for 
the society, said the American Cancer Society 
supports over $1.7 million of cancer research in 
local institutions such as the University of 
Utah, BYU and Utah State University. 

Morris J. Robbins, a professor of chemistry at 
BYU whose research is supplemented by the 
grant, said the funds are essential to his work. 

“The grant is used to synthesize new 
inhibitors of enzymes which are crucial to cell 
division,” Robbins said. He is attempting to syn- 
thesize new anti-cancer drugs.
